In a further discussion of our 
tax problems and 
Government< 
functions, I have as yet to have 1 
one good reason given me why 
we should make the appropriation 
out of the General Fund for the 
enormous amount of $26,820.000. 
When the gas tax and various 
other tax bills were passed, there 
were 
no 
appropriations 
made 
That has strictly not been the 
practice of the Government and 
in 1940 the General Fund re­ 
ceived approximately $26.000.000 
Under our present laws two and 
one-half million dollars comes out 
for bread bonds, leaving twenty! 
three and one-half million dol­ 
lars. I again call your attention! 
to this fact: the House has dis- j 
charged its duty to the Social, 
Security Program. We have passed 
a tax bill that will raise plenty of 
money and in spite of mislead­ 
ing rumors that the bill does not I 
allocate the money to the Social 1 
Security Program, I am stating 
that it does allocate the money 
to this program. I ask you who 
have seen fit to criticize the Leg­ 
islature for failing to paw this 
appropriation, which Is H. B. 
No. 322. f you are doing your own 
thinking? Do you understand the 
plan under which this Govern­ 
ment operates? We must recognize 
first that this State Government 
must function regardless of the 
political outcome to the various 
State officials. I again call your 
attention to the fact that the 
Oovemor and L and practically 
every State official has from time 
to time pledged themselves to 
stop this deficit spending and I 
am sure each of you know defic.t 
spending is bad business. I quote 
the Governor’s remarks from his 
paper, on which many of you 
have commented to me in person, 
as follows: 
The W. L. O'Daniel News; 
May 27, 1940 
"And right here is an embar­ 
rassing moment to quote Section 
49. Article 3. of the Constitution 
of the State of Texas: 
"No debt shall be created by or 
on behalf of the State except to 
supply casual deficiencies of re­ 
venue. 
repel 
invasion, 
suppress 
insurrection, defend the State in 
war. or pay existing debt; and 
the debt created to supply defic­ 
iencies in the revenue shall never 
exceed in the aggregate at any 
time. $200.000. 
"Now I want to ask you. you 
six million citizens who own tins 
State, if you do not think that 
the framers of the Constitution 
intended to limit the debt of th.s 
State at any one time to $200.000? 
I will tell you very frankly that 
I think that that was their de­ 
finite intention. I do not believe 
that the framprs of our Consti­ 
tution ever intended that the af­ 
fairs of this State should ever bn 
conducted with hot checks. And 
if that is the meaning of the 
Constitution then we have no right 
to have a $20.000,000 deficit m 
the General Fund. 
"That’s the same old system 
the landlord used on my stepdad. 
He got dad in debt the first year 
and maintained that deficit m 
dad’s general fund Just like thi: 
State is doing you folks, and it 
took dad seventeen years of hard 
work for our whole family before 
he caught on to what was being 
done to him. You Just can’t bor­ 
row yourself out of debt whether 
you are a tenant farmer Lk» dad 
was or whether you are the big 
State of Texas. That is a levson 
in economics whi'-h I learned at 
poor dad's seventeen years of ex­ 
perience 
It’1 
inn", 
to require 
$49,000.000 to pay US out now. 
and I think it's high time that 
we were start Jig to get out of 
debt. 
"As your Governor all I can do 
is point these things out and to 
recommend that tne Legislature 
raise the necessarv money.” 
W. L. O’Daniel New»; 
June 10, 1940 
"Now. folks, if you want old 
age pensions paid at the rate of 
$15 out of State funds to old 
people with no other means of 
support, don’t make the mistake 
of sending any man to the Legis­ 
lature who tells you he can do 
this without raising some $30,- 
000.000 to $35,000,000 to pay the 
bill. 
"It is likely that you respect 
the Ccmtitution of the State of 
Texas and would like to see the 
honest debts of our State paid. 
Well, if you feel that way, don’t 
make the mistake of sending a 
man to the Legislature who would 
throw the Constitution into the 
trash can and continue to borrow 
money and get the State into 
worse and worse financial shape. 
If you believe that the State 
ought to carry out its pledged 
word and pay what it Justiy owes 
.nto the Teachels Old Age Retire­ 
ment Fund, it will be up to you 
to elect legislators who will ar­ 
range for tax money to pay this 
obligation. Talk is cheap but it 
takes the actual money if the 
State is going to fulfill its prom­ 
ise to its superannuated school 
teachers on the retirement list." 
If the above theory was good 
at that time, and I think it was, 
it is still good. We are certainly 
living in an age when people must 
do their own thinking. If you 
want this deficit spending stop­ 
ped and the Social Security Pro­ 
gram settled, you send the Sen­ 
ate and the Governor a petition 
or letter to pass House Bill No. 8, 
a natural resource bill, regardless 
of what is said.
